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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Applicant's election of Group I invention (Claims 1-6, and 15-21) in Paper No. 8 filed 
2/04/04s acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 7-14 and 23-24 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. 

Applicant's amendment is advised to officially cancel claims 7-14 and 23-24 as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention in response to this Office Action. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-6 and 15-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 1 as a representative claims, the features of "first information and 
second information", and the "second information representing whether the first information is 
the latest information" are not found support by the instant specification. 
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Regarding claims 2 and 17, the feature of "the first information specifies said apparatus" 
is not found support by the instant specification. 

Regarding claim 3, the feature of "third information and fourth information representing 
whether the third information is the latest information" is not found support by the instant 
specification. 

Regarding claim 4, the feature of "wherein the first and third information specifies said 
apparatus" is not found support by the instant specification. 

Likewise, claims 5-6, 15, 20, and 21 are also rejected for the same reason as claim 1 

above. 

Dependent claims 16, and 18-19 are also rejected as for the same reasons as claim 15. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-6, and 15-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the features recited in last four lines are unclear to what applicant refers to. 
For example, it is unclear whether or not "second information" is embedded by embedding 
means; it is also unclear whether the "first information" or "second information" or both "first 
and second information" represents the latest information. 

In claim 3, the features recited in 2-4 are unclear to what applicant refers to. For 
example, it is unclear whether or not the "fourth information" is embedded by embedding means;

and it is unclear the "third information" or "fourth information" or both "third and fourth 
information" represents the latest information. 

Likewise, claims 6, 15, and 20-21 are also rejected for the same reasons as claim 1 above. 

Dependent claims 2, 4, and 16-19 are also rejected for the same reasons as above.
